Filing deadlines haunt procrastinators 


WASHINGTON — Seventy-five years after'the nation was introduced to 
Form 1040, Americans are closing another return-filing season with several 
million taxpayers putting off the chore until the Monday midnight deadline. 

The Internal Revenue Service promised that its walk-in offices. would 
remain open on the final day until every taxpayer with a question was served. 
The Postal Service went out of its way to receive returns and make'sure they 
were postmarked before midnight. Taxpayers were given an extra two days to 
file because the April 15 deadline fell on Saturday. Residents of New England 
and most of New York state have until Tuesday midnight because Monday is a 
legal holiday, Patriot’s Day, in Massachusetts, site of the IRS service center 
that receives returns from those states. | ae “ 2 

Neither the IRS nor the Postal Service had.a firm estimate on how many 
people delayed filing until the last day. The IRS said only that it expects to 
receive about 18 million returns this week, which would include those filed 
over the weekend. About 14 million reached the IRS last week. 


States debate bills on health insurance 


Frustrated by federal inaction, at least a dozen states are debating bills that 
would force companies to provide health insurance to the millions of workers 
who earn too little to afford coverage and too much to be eligible for Medicaid. 

The 24 million members of working families are at the center of a growing 
legislative battle between hospitals seeking to cut billions of dollars in losses 
and small businesses that say they are unable to insure their employees. 

The war over the uninsured working poor has been fought and lost in 
Congress, and was renewed again last week by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass. “It is time to make health care abasic right for all, not just an 
expensive privilege for the few,” Kennedy said as he and Rep. Henry Wax- 
man, D-Calif., introduced legislation that would require employers to buy 
health insurance for all full-time employees. Similar legislation failed last year. 

In 1974 Hawaii became the first state to order businesses to provide health 
insurance to their employees, but only Massachusetts has followed its exam-

To prevent getting shocked, ecol- 
ogy 350 lab students wore hip boots 
and gloves when they waded in the 
Provo River late last March. 

_“We were studying (the river) to 
find out population sizes and the pop- 
ulation growth ofthe fish in the area,” 
said Shaun Chidester, a 24-year old 
zoology major from Orem. 

‘«-“Pve fished that river all my life 
and was pretty. amazed with our re- 
sults,” he said. 

., Chidester was participating in a lab 
project designed by BYU zoology 
professor Dennis Shiozawa. 

. “Pve developed a series of labs for 
the ecology class. I wanted the stu- 
dents to. get experience on estimating 
populations, and this lab was des- 
gined to give them (firsthand) experi- 
ence that most students don’t have 
we opportunity ‘to get,” Chidester 
dai 


. Shiozawa said he was interested 
mainly in conducting a population es- 
‘timate, but said when he contacted 
‘the'state about getting a permit, he 
found out about the possibility of this 
project. 

* The project, which was conducted 
in conjunction with Utah’s Division of 
Wildlife, was pediined to shock the 
river’s trout population in specified 
locations so that the fish could be col- 
lected and counted. 

‘: Shiozawa said he used a 1,400 watt 
Feterator to conduct the experiment, 

mit used only 400 to 500 watts of 
yower. “In a lake, we’d have had to 
have four to five times that much out- 
put,” he said. 
= Phe generator was placed in a boat 
lined at the bottom with galvanized 
sheet metal, Shiozawa said. He said a 
DC current is placed in the water with 
two electrodes, one positive and one 


“The organisms go toward the posi- 
tive. If they stay in the field too long, 
it knocks them out,” he said. 

Doug Sakaguichi, of Utah’s Divi- 
sion of Wildlife, assisted with the pro- 
ject. He said after the fish are 
stunned, they are netted up and 
placed in holding cages. 

“When we net them up, some will 
be stiff, but others are flopping 
around. It depends on how much they 
were shocked, but we want to have 
most of them moving around,” Sh- 
iozawa said. 

The shocking and counting proce- 
dure was repeated three times, in 
three different locations in the Provo 
river, below the mouth of the canyon. 
About fifty lab students participated 
in the process over the three day pe- 
riod. 

Sakaguichi said the process “essen- 
tially does not injure the fish. We had 
less than 1 percent mortality,” he 


aid. 

Most of the fish were weighed and 
measured and then put back into the 
river, Sakaguichi said. “We anes- 
thetized and weighed and measured 
the fish. We autopsied only a sample 
of them. That way we were able to 
determine the fish’s fat coefficient, 
ee at that time was quite low,” he 
said. 

The low fat coefficient was to be 
expected because the winter season is 
just now ending, he said. 

Sakaguichi said a number of rain- 
bow trout were stocked in the river in 
the autumn of 1988. “When we 
stocked them, they were five to eight 
inches (long.) Now, they are an aver- 
age of nine inches, so that’s pretty 
good,” he said. 

He said the fish were stocked “to 
provide some fishing and recreation 
in the Provo River below the mouth of 
the canyon,” he said. 

He said the fish had not moved 
much since the time they were

' A recommendation to construct an 













additional campus library has been 
submitted by the BYU Faculty Li- 
brary Council to university adminis- 
tration, said the BY U librarian. 

However, concrete building plans 
have yet to be made, said Sterling J. 
Albrecht. Nothing has been approved 
or presented to the Board of 
Trustees. 

To meet the university’s needs, the 
BYU library system will need expan- 
sion by 1992, he said. : 

Albrecht estimated that if plans are 
approved it may take up to five years 
for completion of an additional li- 
brary. 

According the the Faculty Library 
Council’s five year plan, “the Lee Li- 
brary is not... meeting the needs of 
students and faculty as well as it 
should.” BYU library facilities have 
already outgrown three buildings. 

Assistant University Librarian for 
Technical Services, K. Paul Jordan, 
said that in the last few years the 
library has compacted its collections 
and eliminated on campus storage 
space to make room for the library's 
growing collection. 

But the off-campus storage space 
will reach its capacity limit about the

With recent breakthroughs in 
recording technology, the way music 
is being recorded is changing rapidly. 

“There are many systems which in- 
terface with a computer, allowing the 
composer or arranger to manipulate 
the music,” said Larin Channell, 
owner of Channell Recording Stu- 
dios. “This allows people to.do a lot of 
the recording work at home, which 
saves. them time and money in the 
long run.” Computer programs may 
be purchased that let a person write, 
compose and arrange music at. home. 

“You need to have music-arranging 
programs and either an IBM-compat- 
ible or a Macintosh home computer,” 
he said. 

“The prices vary for these pro- 

ams, but they usually range around 
$300. More and more people are 
working out the arrangements of 
their songs and coming into the studio 
to get a professional sound,” he said. 

Most of the requests for studio time 
are from bands wanting to make 
“demo” tapes or individual singers 
who want to make audition tapes. 

“We get requests for all.kinds of 
productions, but basically it is either 
bands or individual singers wanting 
demo tapes?’said Krause. 

“A lot of bands want to make demo 
tapes to give out to places they audi- 
tion for. Also, many singers make and 
produce demo tapes for the weddings, 
beauty pageants and other similar 
events they sing at.”

Woolley reviewed the NCAA 
banned drug, emphasizing that ath- 
letes who use drugs prohibited by the 
NCAA ean be declared ineligible even 
if such use is prescribed by a doctor or 
nurse. 

According to Woolley, the medical 
profession plays a big role in keeping 
athletes eligible because athletes are 
not familiar with many of the hun- 
dreds of medical products prohibited 
by the NCAA, increasing the likeli- 
hood that these athletes could un- 
knowingly violate NCAA regula- 
tions. 

For example, an athlete could test 
positive if the substances phenyl- 
propanalamine or norpseu- 
doephedrine, ingredients found in

The well-recognized players of the 
BYU ‘basketball and football teams 
have come together to speak around 
the community at elementary 
schools, church gatherings and civic 
groups to show what an important 
influence sports can be to others. 

The athletes talk to kids on the im- 
portance of staying away from drugs, 
setting goals, keeping high grades, 
and the the reasons behind it. 

Kids and people who listen to these 
players speak seem to listen to the 
message the athletes are trying to get 
across. The athletes are role models 
for so many people that their exam- 
ples are not taken lightly. 

Jason Chaffetz, a placekicker for 
the BYU football team, said, “I’ve 
spoken at many functions. Seeing 
these kids react to us and really listen 
to what we’re saying is well worth the 
time.” 

Chaffetz remembers being at the 
same types of functions as a kid and 
listening to athletes that he really 

_looked up to, and the athletes telling 
him how drugs would only mess up 
whatever he planned on doing in life. 

He said it made a big impression on 
him, and fortunately he never did ex- 
periment with drugs. 

The athletes use props such as a 
basketballs or soccerballs to get the 
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‘ kids involved and get their attention. 


The kids seem to be more involved 
when they think they might be called 
on, stage or pointed out.by one of the 
‘players. a 

According to Chaffetz, using props 
helps a great deal, especially when 
the aim is at a younger crowd. 

’ The athletes are selected by BY U’s 
longtime equipment manager Floyd 
Johnson. He has served as BY U’s un- 
official booking agent for Cougar ath- 
letes for more than 30 years. 

He has been assisted by Robin 
Sanderson, secretary for BY U Sports 
Medicine. She said, “The athletes are 
selected according to their speaking 
ability and also their spiritual levels, 
which Bishop Johnson knows better 
than most. He’s very aware of their 
strengths.” 

According to an article in Cougar 
Illustrated magazine, Michael Smith 
leads the way in speaking assign- 
ments with 43, dating from last 
February through the end of Decem- 
ber 1988. 

Second place goes to Andy Toolson 
with 41, followed by Chuck Cutler 
with 31, and others who took time out 
of their busy schedule to speak. 

Last month at Grovecrest Gram- 
mar school in Pleasant Grove, 200 
kids and their fathers gathered at a 
father-son activity to listen to speak- 
ers Chaffetz and Andy Toolson, a 
starting forward for the basketball 
team. They spoke to the kids for an 
hour on the importance of keeping 
grades high, setting goals and staying 
away from drugs. They related it all 
to personal experiences.

common antihistamines such as 
Sudafed, were detected in their urine 
samples, said Woolley. 

The NCAA banned drug list covers 
a broad range of substances, from 
common and seemingly harmless sub- 
stances such as caffeine and antihis- 
tamines to the illegal and potentially 
fatal drugs heroin and cocaine. 

According to Dr. Woolley, the most 
frequently abused substances among 
athletes are anabolic steroids. 

Woolley cited a study published in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association which indicates that one 
of every 15 male high school seniors 
(athletes and non-athletes included) is 
using steroids, and added that, in col- 
leges, “the situation is even more se 
rious. 
Use of illegal drugs such as cocaine, 
marijuana, and heroin is, of course, 
punishable under the banned list, al- 
though violations dealing with mari- 
juana can be tolerated if the drug 
level found in the urine is low enough 
to preclude primary inhalation, said 
Wooley. ae 


For example, if an athlete attended " 
a rock concert and inhaled marijuana 


secondarily, some evidence of mari- 
juana intake would appear in_ the 
urine, but probably not enough to 
constitute a violation of the NCAA 
limit. 

Nicotine and caffeine are allowed, 
but if the level exceeds limits set by 
the NCAA, such use is considered a 
violation. 

The limit for caffeine is 15 micro- 
grams per liter. According to Dr. 
Woolley, an athlete would have to 
drink 10 cups of coffee in two hours 
previous to the drug test to achieve 
such a level. 

The NCAA tests for nicotine only 
to gather data, and an athlete testing 
positively for nicotine would not be 
punished under Association guideli- 
nes. 

Woolley related incidents in which 
athletes attempted to enjoy the posi- 
tive effects of performance-enhancing 
drugs without being punished for it. 
Some went to such drastic measures 
as having clean urine injected 
through the abdominal wall into the 
bladder. : 

Woolley says that the substance 
abuse problems are becoming more 
serious and preventative measures 
need to be taken to abate them. 

He suggests better education pro- 
grams for athletes and medical per- 
sonnel and year-round (as opposed to 
seasonal) drug testing.

94 fans diei in mad rush at soccer match 


SHEFFIELD, England — Law- 
makers Sunday demanded changes in 
stadium designs, including a ban on 
anti-riot-fences, after a mad rush at a 
soccer match trapped thousands of 
fans behind one of the steel barriers. 
At least 94 people died. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
visited Hillsborough stadium and 
promised a public inquiry into Satur- 
day’s disaster, which turned:a soccer 
cup semifinal intoa nightmare. 

Then she visited hospitalized sur 
vivors and listened to their accounts 
of Britain’s worst sports disaster. 

“We were shouting out to (the po- 
lice) to get us out and they just 
couldn’t move us,” 33-year-old John 
Davis told her. “It was just sheer bed- 
lam. It was every man for himself. 
There’ were people screaming and 
screaming.” 

Seventeen- year-old Wayne Adams 
said he was about five rows from the 
front of the crowd. “I realized it was 
serious when I saw one of the lasses 
standing near me just turn blue in the 
face. She went down. She was dead. 
That was it,” he said. 

Police defended the decision to 
open 16-foot-wide steel gates outside 
the stadium just as the match be- 
tween the Liverpool and Nottingham 


Forest teams began. Last-minute ar- , ; 


rivals then poured into a central 
standing-room-only section, pressing 
those already inside against the steel 
mesh fence. ; 

The sturdy 10-foot-high fence, an- 
gled in at the top to stop people from 
scaling it, prevented them from es- 
caping over the top to the field. Some 
were crushed to death. 





Others suffocated or:were ‘tram- 
pled trying to fight their. way out of 
the crowd or when the barrier finally 
collapsed. 

South Yorkshire’s chief constable, 
Peter Wright, said a senior officer de- 
cided to open the gates “to save peo- 
ple’s lives and to relieve the crush 
outside.”

LILBURN, Ga. Ivana 
Markovic’s high school record is good 
enough for her to be accepted by five 
top-notch universities, but not good 
enough for the state Board of Educa- 
tion to give her a diploma. 

The board says she finished her 
high school work too quickly. 

Miss Markovic, 16, will enroll this 
fall at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, turning down Vander- 
bilt, Duke, Emory and Georgia Tech. 

But she'll do so without her 
Parkview High School diploma, 
thanks to a 7-2 vote this week by the 
state school board, which refused to 
bend its rule requiring all high school 
credits to be earned in high school. 

Miss Markovic, a Yugoslavian na- 
tive who speaks three languages, 
took two of her high school courses in 
middle school, so they don’t count, 
even though she made A’s in both. 

“The funny thing is that I have all 


_ the academic courses required for 


high school graduation,” said Miss 
Markovic. “I need just two electives 
to earn my diploma.” 

“T understand she is a brilliant stu- - 
dent, (but) she simply doesn’t have 
enough credits to earn a high school 
diploma,” said board member Hollis 
Q. Lathem. 

Larry A. Foster Sr., another board 
member, said the board’s philosophy 


is that students Miss Markovie’s age - 


are better off in high school. 

Miss Markovic’s father, Milan, said 
the ruling illustrates how Georgia 
fails its gifted students. 

“They have options. for students 
who failed that allow these students 
to go to summer school or take classes 
at night so they can graduate on 
time,” he said. : 

“But they don’t have any policy in 
place to help students who are moti- 
vated and complete the requirements 
ahead of time.” 

~ Markovic said he might appeal the: 
decision to the state Supreme Court. 


Fewer Utahns fudge 
doing tax returns 
says Utah survey

SALT LAKE. CITY — Fewer 
Utahns are fudging when they fill out 
their tax returns today, compared to 
just a few years ago, a poll shows. 

A Utah Poll by J. Roy Bardsley 
published in Sunday’s Salt Lake Tri- 
bune said 95 percent of those sur- 
veyed told pollsters they are honest 
when completing returns. 

When asked if they “forgot” to re- 
port-any of their earnings during the 
‘past few years, only 5 percent admit- 





ted “fudging” on their income tax, © 


Bardsley said. 

When a similar survey was taken in 
1986, 13 percent confessed to cheat- 
ing on their tax return. ae 

Bardsley said one reason the cheat- 
ing level appears low is fear of getting 
caught. 

While only 5 percent admit they 
cheat, 54 percent feel the IRS is likely 
to “nail” them if they do. 

The first question asked Utahns if 
they “happened to miss reporting 
some income tax — even a minor 
amount — within the past few years.” 
Results reflect a dramatic drop in the 
acknowledged level of cheating. 

Among those most likely to cheat 
are men, middle-aged taxpayers and 
people in upper income brackets. 

The poll also asked how likely 
cheaters are to be caught by the IRS. 
More than half the sample — or 54 
percent — felt they are “likely” to be 
apprehended, which is 2 percent 
higher than the 1986 finding. 

These results are based on 607 tele- 
phone interviews with taxpayers in 
all sectors of the state. 

The survey has a maximum error 
margin of 4.0 percent, plus or minus.

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Graduation: astep in the right direction 
‘Enter to learn, go forth to serve,’ says BYU motto

Graduation: the ceremony of con- 
ferring degrees or diplomas as at a 
college or school, from the Latin 
“sradus,” meaning step or degree. A 
step does not indicate a landing, but a 
continuation on to something else. 

Since 1912, when BYU graduated 
its first four-year graduating class 
with 18 members, graduation has 
seemed to follow the BYU motto, 
“Finter to learn, go forth to serve.” 

A part of that first graduation had 
far-reaching effects that has pre- 
served BYU for us today. 

The president of the first gradua- 
tion class, B.F. Larsen, who later 
served for 30 years as the chairman of 
the BYU Art Department, described 
an event at BY U’s first graduation in 
a speech to BYU alumni on May 25, 
1962. 

During the first graduation, the 
keynote speaker was Alfred Kelly, a 
young BYU professor. Larsen said 
Kelly told the graduating class he was 
looking for inspiration for his speech 
and had gone to Temple Hill (the hill 
where BYU now stands) to meditate. 

After a few moments of watching 
the sun come over the hill, Kelly saw 
“hundreds of people, thousands of 
young people ... advancing in the sun- 
light to the place where this campus is 
now built.” 

Kelly saw “temples of learning, 

large buildings, beautiful buildings, 
buildings which covered the top of 
this hill.” There were students who 
“carried books in their arms and they 
entered these many temples of learn- 
ing.” 
At that time, according to former 
BYU President Ernest L. Wilkin- 
son’s Book, “BYU, The First Hun- 
dred Years,” that hill was scheduled 
to be divided into lots and sold. 

“Nevertheless,” wrote Wilkinson, 
“after Kelly’s speech, this plan was 
abandoned and Temple Hill was pre- 
served for BYU.”

Despite my confu- 
sion in some ways, long-term expo- 
sure to such a culturally unpre- 
dictable people as the “American” is 
sure to have prepared me to settle in 
comfortably anywhere I choose to go.
